LoweE.t Institute Lectures open to the public will be given this 
year, as in recent years, in Huntington Hall, Rogers Building, 491 
Boylston Street, Boston. The several Courses will be announced in 
advance, with full particulars, in the advertising columns of the Boston 
Evening Transcript and as far as possible in the Quarterly Bulletins of 
the Boston Public Library. They are briefly described on the next 
page. 

I Admission to these Courses is Free, but only by Ticket (except as 
stated in paragraph 7 beyond), the number of tickets being limited by 
the capacity of the Hall. 


Tickets are distributed to the public under the following rules: 


1. Admission tickets to the First Lecture of each Course will be mailed, 
one to each applicant, in the order of application, and until the supply 
is exhausted, to all persons whose letters of application are received at 
least two days before the beginning of any Course by the CURATOR OF 
THE LOWELL INSTITUTE, 491 BOYLSTON StREET, BostTon, and are ac- 
companied by stamped addressed envelopes. (See paragraphs 3 and 4 
beyond.) 

In such envelopes, when duly stamped and addressed, tickets will be 
mailed as soon as they are ready for distribution and if the supply 
is not already exhausted. If, however, as often happens, the desired 
tickets are not yet ready for distribution, the envelopes will be kept on 
file in the order of application, and, as a rule, tickets for any Course 
will be mailed to applicants a few days only before the actual begin- 
ning of that Course.

FREE EVENING SCHOOL FOR INDUSTRIAL FOREMEN. 


Under the Auspices of the Massachusetts Institute of Technology. 


The Trustee of the Lowell Institute has established, under the auspices 
of the Massachusetts Institute of Technology, a Free Evening School 
for Industrial Foremen, comprising at present three Courses, a Mechani- 
cal, an Electrical, and a Buildings Course, each extending over two 
years. 


The Courses of Instruction—These Courses are intended to bring the 
systematic study of applied science within the reach of young men who 
are following industrial pursuits and desire to fit themselves for higher 
positions, but are unable to attend Courses during the day. The sub- 
jects included in the Courses are as follows: 


First-year Mechanical and Electrical Courses —Mathematics; Phys: 
ics and Elementary Electricity; Elements of Mechanism, and Draw- 


ing. 


Second-year Mechanical Course—Elements of Thermodynamics, the 
Steam-engine and Boilers; Valve-gears; Applied Mechanics; Elemen- 
tary Hydraulics; Testing Laboratory; Steam and Hydraulic Labora- 
tory; Mechanism and Machine Design. 


Elements of Thermodynamics, the 
Steam-engine and Boilers; Valve-gears; Steam Laboratory; Direct 
Current Machinery; Alternating Currents; Electric Distribution; 
Electrical Testing Laboratory; and Laboratory of Dynamo Electric 
Machinery. 


Second-year Electrical Course. 


First-year Buildings Course-—Mathematics; Physics and Elemen- 
tary Electricity; Elements of Mechanism, and Drawing; Structural 
Mechanics and Graphic Statics; Steam and Hydraulic Machinery; 
and Heating and Ventilation. 


Second Year.—Materials and Testing Materials; Structural Design; 
Foundations and Building Construction; Electric Machinery and 
Electrical Laboratory; Electric Wiring and Lighting; Steam Laboratory; 
and Building Laws, Contracts, Sanitation, etc. 

Those who complete satisfactorily the required Courses of the two 
years and pass the examinations are given Certificates. The present 
school year will begin September 25, 1916. Attendance from 7.30 
to 9.30 for three or four evenings a week is required, in addition to out- 
side study. 


REQUIREMENTS FOR ADMISSION. To be admitted to the first-year 
course, the applicant must be at least eighteen years of age and pass 


satisfactorily entrance examinations in Arithmetic (including the Metric 
System), Elementary Algebra, Plane Geometry, and Mechanical Draw- 
ing. These examinations may be, in a measure, of a competitive nature, 
and considerable weight will be attached to the applicant’s occupation 
and practical experience. The courses are open only to those who are 
ambitious and willing to study.
